Since then hundreds of mil- 
lions of doflars have been exported 
again. 

The Bank of (srael figures showed 
that the government's net overseas 
obligations rose by $985m. in 1983. 
totalling some $15.2b. by the end of 
the year. In 19§2 the government's 
foreign debts had increased by $1b. 

The overseas debts of Israel's 
commercial banking system at the 
end of 1983 totalled some 555... com- 
pared to $4.8b. at the end of 1982.

U.S. backs Israel on secure border 


WASHINGTON (JTA). - The

“We understand Israel's need for 
appropriate protection of its north- 
ern borders.”

Local firm unveils versatile solar energy pond 


YAVNE (Itim). - A multi-purpose 
solar pool. for collecting energy 
from the sun, was dedicated here 
yesterday by Energy Minister Yit- 
zhak Moda ‘iat the plant where it was 
made. 

The apparatus enables long-term 
Storage of heat energy for days. 
weeks or even months. Developed 
by the RL Company. a subsidiary of 
Argaman. it has potential uses in 


heating. air-conditioning. agricultu- 


tal functions such us heating green- 
houses or cooling produce storage 


buildings. and various industrial uses 
such as the generation of electricity. 


The pool. called Thermolake. 
comprises collectors floating on a 
100-square-metre area. Unlike other 
solar ponds, the hottest water is on 
top. It cun be pumped out and trans- 
ferred to various other media 
through heat exchangers. and can be 
adjusted to supply steam. 


The pilot pool will be used to 
air-condition the plant which pro- 
duced it.

TEL AVIV (Itim). - A 76-year-old 
veteran of the pre-state under- 
ground groups Brit Habiryonim, 
Etzel and Lehi yesterday denied 
having admitted 49 years ago that 
“we killed Chaim Arlosoroff.” 

Haim D’viri was in Acre prison in 
1935, two years after the Labour 
Zionist leader was murdered on the 
Tel Aviv beach, he told members of 
the inquiry commission into the still- 
controversial event. Two members 
of the Revisionist Party, tied to the 
undergrounds and to present-day 
Herut, were charged with the mur- 
der but acquitted for lack of suffi- 
cient evidence. 

D’viri was responding to questions 
concerning an article which 
appeared two years ago in Davar, in 
which he was alleged to have made 
the confession and added, in Yid- 
dish, that Arlosoroff “is rotting in 
the ground.” 

The author of the story, former 
Hevrat Ha’ovdim head Moshe Ban- 
cover, was in prison as well at the 
time. together with the late Mapai 
leader Pinhas Sapir. following a de- 
monstration against the employment 
of Arabs by Jewish farmers. 

But D'viri denied ever having 
spoken to the two Mapai members 
while in prison, and added that while 
he knows Yiddish, he never used it 
after coming to this country, and so 
could not have made the alleged 


elderly neighbour and caught one of 
them.

Saudi tanker in flames 
after Iraqi air attack | 


KUWAIT. - A Saudi Arabian su- 
pertanker reportedly hit by Iraqi 
warplanes Monday wus burning out 
of control in the Persian Gulf waters 
yesterday, a Kuwaiti official of the 
Gulf pollution committee reported. 

Abdel Latif Zaidan told the 
Kuwait News Agency rhat the Saudi 
tanker al-Ahvod might explode and 
spill more than 1140.00 barrels of 
crude oil into the gulf. 

Iraq’s Oi! Minister Kassem 
Ahmed Taki warned vesterday that 
lraqi Super-Etendard fighterjets will 
continue to hit oil tankers and ships 
which enter the banned military 
zone and dock at Iran’s Kharg Istand 
regardless of whether they belong ta 
Arab or non-Arab states “simply 
because we cannot distinguish 
them.” 

Addressing a press conference 
here, Taki also warned Iraq will 
strike at the Kharg Istand oil termin- 
al proper without any advance warn- 
ing. 

The [raqi minister talked to repor- 
ters shortly after attending the semi- 
annual ministerial conference of the 


Organization of Arab Petroteum Ex- 
porting Countries. 

“The decision to attack Kharg 
Island will be taken at the opportune 
time and will be implemented at 
once without prior notice.” he said. 

“We hereby declare that we hit 
and will continue to hit all tankers 
and ships which enter the military 
zone regardless of their nationality.” 
Taki warned. 

He declined to deny or confirm 
that one of the two oi! tankers hit 
Monday by Iraqi jets was a Saudi 
Arabian flag carrier. the second 
tanker from the kingdom tobe 
attacked in 15 days. 

Saudi Arabian Oil Minister 
Sheikh Ahmed Zaki Yamani was 
quoted yesterday as saying [raqi 
attacks on Saudi-owned oil tankers 
leased to foreign nperators were un- 
intentional.

I HAD always envied mothers of 
gifted children.

“So that's it?” I asked the psy- 
chologist who had spent eight hours 


. testing our seven-year-old son. 


“This is a gifted chitd?”" I queried 


again. 

- T recalled numerable afternoons 
when he was eight months old. I had 
made the mistake of reading one of 
those authoritative articles on child 
development that. claims that a 
child's intelligence is determined 
between the age of ¢ight and 15 
months. 

Fd better do something fast, I 
thought to myself. But what? All I 
really wanted to do by eight months 
sostpartum was to leave the baby 
with a high school girl a few after- 
noons a week so I could take a 
course on Jerusalem's ethnic 
neighbourhoods, 

But the infant's amorphous jntel- 
ligence was there begging to be 
shaped, demanding that his college- 
educated mother give it form. 

So, between December, 1975, 
and June, 1976, I spent my after- 
noons reading my son The Eye Book 
and The Ear Book, descending slow- 
ly to The Foor Book. Once I was con- 
fident his body image was intact 
(that is, he would point to his ear 
when | asked where it was), I ad- 
vanced to developing his sense of 
sound.

There was always a great number 


- of extraordinary well-behaved chil- 


dren who didn't cry, whine or other- 
wise disturb the audience.

He spit ont 
the chicken livers half-chewed just 
like everyone else, and even had the 
nerve to behave like all the other 
kids on the block by having diarrhea 
for days on end for no apparent 
reason. 

“Yes, | think he is suited for 
Heled (classes for gifted children),” 
the psychologist said, nonchalantly. 

What she really meant to say was 
that my investment during those 
seven months had paid off.

Periodi- 
cally, a train would drown the actors’ 
voice but the audience did not seem 
to mind. At one point a fat rat 
scampered across the stage. with a 
lean cat in hot pursuit. The actor did 


‘not falter, he just adlibbed a joke 
and'went on. The audience loved it.

Incidentally, the mystery man in 
the play (is he mad, is he faking?)

Almost all the theatres are in sore 
need of repairs. like the city of Cairo 
itself, but we did see a reasonably 
well-kept one. That was the Al Hor- 
reya, not far from Tahrir Square, 
just behind the American Universi- 
ty. Privately owned, it was charg- 
ing $10 and more for the greatest hit, 
Chaia and Sakina, a sinister play 
about two evil sisters who mutdered 
dozens of people. 


Based on a true story. the play was 
booked solid three months ahead 
and people came in planeloads from 
Saudia Arabii and from the Arab 
community in London to see it, It was 
beautifully staged and wickedly fun- 
ny: the evil sisters living upstairs 
from the police station and one of 
them marrying the officer in charge 
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of the case and carrying on under his 
nose, 

Final curtain was at 2.30 a.m. and 
the exhausted actors touk their calls 
in street clothes. 

Through each play we learmed'a 
little more about Egypt: we met 
characters and situations that we 
would never have encountered 
otherwise and we saw how the audi- 
ence reacted, Though subject to cen- 
sorship, Egyptian plays demonstrate 
a surprising amount of freedom and 
mirror current problems and preoc- 
cupations. The government gets 
more than its fair share of jokes and 
Criticism. In fact there appear to be 
only two taboos: religion as such 
{but not religious people) and of 
course direct political attack on the 
regime, 

It was therefore all the more in- 
teresting to note the complete abs- 
ence of hostile references to Israel 
and indeed to the Jews in all the 
Plays we saw over a period of three 
years - and this despite the not 
inconsiderable amount of criticism 
and sometimes abuse published in 
the daily press. - ἢ

“But if he’s gifted, why does he 
think a bed is a closet?” The ques- 
tion popped out of my mouth un- 
controllably, followed by a deluge 
of others, 


“And why does he sharpen pen- 
cils over his pillow? Why does he sit 
for hours erasing one word 
sentences instead of finishing his 
homework? And what does he have 
against water when it falls from ἃ 
shower over his naked body?

Sensing that school was, at best.

This was 
not easy, as it meant his sacrificing 
half of Little House on the Prairie, 
and all of 3, 4, 52 every week. But 
we were determined to get the 
return on our investment. 


[π one of Heled’s two weekly ses- 
sions, the children learn about an- 
cient Egypt, a subject 1 failed to 
cover in the crash course. My son 
now tells us how the Pharaohs were 
buried, adding that the silver paint 
on his new sweat shirt can only be 
removed with kerosene. He brings 
us hand-made Egyptian death 
masks, a bas relief of Isis and Osiris 
and an African witch-doctor mask. 
He wants to visit Egypt, but not if he 
has to shower first. 

The second session purports to 
introduce deductive thinking. Or is 
it inductive? 1 always get the two 
mixed up. In any case, our son 
comes home with logic problems 
reminiscent of those on the 
Scholastic Aptitude Tests that I 
took to get into college.

(Oshiot means “foundation” in 
English. and both words appeur on 
the compuny’s letterhead. } 
Avnevon himself resigned ἃ few 


Hassneh. the country’s Ja 
ance company. which belang 
Hesrat Haovdim, the Histadrut 
holding company. Last year 
Asneyan wars alse chairman of the 
Israel Insurance Association -— which 
expelled Amamit en charges οἵ 
offering some clients better terns 
than others. 

Yesterday, Avneyan noted thut 
he had never supported the expul- 
sion of Amzamit. “fur it had nut acted 
any worse than other companies.” 
Much of the criticism against Ama- 
mit. he suid. was not based on. 
charges of discrimination, but be- 
cause the company had conducted u 
“sensible and balanced” policy in 
the present crisis of the insurance 
industry. 


He said that during the first three 
months of 1984 Amuamit had in- 
creased its premiums 6( per-cent in 
dollur rerms. while being “sery 
selective” about new clients. This 
was shown by the fier thar claims had 
dropped considerably in the first 
three months of I¥84. compared to 
last year. Moreover, administrative 
expenses had been cut by 47 per 
cent. 

Amamit. which has nor vet pub- 
lished its financial statement for 
1983. is owned mainly by Frank B. 
Hall. Inc.. of the U.S.. the third- 
largest company in the field of insur- 
ance brokerage and reinsurance in 
the U.S. 


Amamit is valued at $7.25 million, 
and Oshiot expects to raise about 
$2.25m. to exercise its opuion. (Ab- 
out 51πι|. of this sum has ulready 
been raised. ) Some 30 percent of the 
Payment will be made in cash. the 
rest by iin exchange of shures’ be- 
tween Amamit and Oshiot.

Move in favour of customers in gas bill war | $100 discount on

It is illegal for gas companies to 
charge an advance on current con- 
sumption in central gas systems, un- 
less the advance is based on regular 
bi-monthly readings of the custom- 


er's gas meter, according to ἃ ruling, 


by the legal adviser of the Energy 
Ministry. 

The ministry spokesman said that 
customers who are billed advances 
based on estimates of their consump- 
tion during the two-month billing 
periods, should complain to the 
ministry. Under the new billing sys- 
tem introduced last December, gas 
companies are allowed to charge 
advance payments of up to 92 per 
cent of the consumption over the 
past two months, in order to cover 
the expenses incurred in providing 
gas for current consumption. 

The ministry has decided to make 
some changes in the new billing 
System that will benefit the consum- 
er. This follows several months of 
discussions with consumer organiza- 
tions, which had complained that the 
new system is unfair to consumers.

TEL AVIV. - The black market 
dollar was selling on Rehov Lilien-. 
blum yesterday for between 15232 and 
15235. about 22 per cent above rhe 
1519] which banks charge Israelis 
going abroad. As a tule. the black 
market doflar premium ranges be- 
tween 10 and 20 per cent above the 
bank rate. Financial circles had 
different explanations why it had 
passed the “20 per cent barrier.” 

The first explanation was the 
“summer vacation.” During the Pes- 
sah holidays many tourists visited 
Israel and flooded the black market 
with dollars: this lowered the price 
somewhat. At present, thousands of 
Isruelis are planning to go abroad for 
their summer vacations. and they are 
stocking up on dollars. The black 
market dealers are taking advantage 
of this buying spree. 


The major bone of contentiqn 
between the ministry and the con- 
sumer organizations — the need to 
cover the financing costs of the com- 
panies by imposing a 92 per cent 
advance on current consumption — 
remains unchanged. The ministry 
contends that the financing costs of 
maintaining current gas supplies 
must be borne by consumers, and 
should not be computed as part of 
the price of gas itself. 


Some of the gas companies took 
advantage of the period before the 
advent of the new system, by making 
low estimates of gas consumption 
instead of taking meter readings, 
Then when the new system enabled 
them to take large advances, they 
updated their readings, which served 
to inflate the advances.

AS THE NENT finance minster ar- 
rives at the Treasury after the elee- 
tions he will be tooking for some 
advice from the ministry's senior 
officials on the most pressing issues. 
What follows is an example of what 
he might find: 

Te: Finance Minister 

Frenn: Director-General 

Re: State of the Economy. 


YOUR PREDECESSOR. Yigal 
Cohen-Orgad. left the same econo- 
nic mess he found. He based his 
policies on an inflation-led erosion 
of wages and incomes and what he 
called a “controlled recession.~ 

The current situation is a direct 
result of those policies and the deci- 
sion to make the balunce of pay- 
ments the No. | prioritv. Cohen- 
Orgad's problem wis thut he forgot 
that the economists’ dictum, “If 
everything else remains constant, 
then..." it does not exist in the real 
world. 

In the coming weeks. you will fuce 
some difficult choices. We strongly 
recommend that you concetrute on 
the fullowing areas: 


1} INFLATION. During June and 
July. and after the elections. infla- 
tion has slowed down. This shold 
not fool you. Summer months ai- 
ways register low rates of price in- 
creases. By next September. we will 
uguin be close to the 15 per cent 
mark. and we may end 1984 with an 
inflation rate of close to 400 percent. 

It is important to reach un agree- 
ment with the Histadrut soon on a 
freeze of wages, prices and exchange 
rates. In our opinion. this will halt 
the influtionary spiral. We can offer 
the Histadrut an acceptuble level of 
real wages (Cohen-Orgad did not 
‘want to hear about this and therefore 
he failed) and more stable prices. 

To implement a freeze you will 
need the support of the prime mins- 
ter and your purty. since such policy. 
if effective will mean preventing in- 
dustrialists from taking advantage of 
the wage freeze ta increase profits 
through higher prices for “new” pro- 
ducts - that is. charging more for the 
sume product with a superficial 
change.

LUCKY, a 159-kilo log- 

gerhead turtle who made 

medical history after 
receiving two rubber flippers, has 
lost a second artificial limb and 
probably will spend the rest of her 
life in captivity, her doctor said 
recently. 

Dr. Patrick Barry, a Miami 
orthopedic surgeon who headed 
the team that attached the artificial 
flippers three months ago, said he 
was “leaning against” re-attaching 
them, 

“If [ reattach them, I'm just giv- 
ing her a couple of months. They 
(the flippers) probably won't stay on 
any longer than that.” Barry said. 
“The bones were too brittle.” 

The turtle, nicknamed Lucky and 
estimated to be about 25 years old, 
lost both front flippers in a shark at- 
tack last April off the Florida Keys, 
On January 7, a team of surgeons at- 
tached the rubber limbs to the 
rescued turtle. ᾿ 

Barry said it was the first time 
such @ procedure had been per- 
formed. He had hoped to release 
the turtle to the open sea February 
14, but one week after the surgery, 
the left front Nipper fell off because 
the animal's bone was too weak to 
hold the bolts that attached it. 

The rubber flippers, which cost 
about 530,000 to develop and 
produce, were donated by 
Goodyear Tire and Rubber Co, in 
Akron, Ohio.

2) PRINTING MONEY. Cohen- 
Orgud believed that by eroding 
wages and letting inflation do the 
work for him he would solve at large 
part of his problems. What hup- 
pened is that inflation created a 
situation where income tax collec- 
tion collapses. First, wages were 
eroded. and in such conditions, tax 
coflection from workers diminished. 
Corporations took full advantage of 
the inflationary situation and the 
new curporute tux law {which no- 
bady understands) and stopped 
Paying tuxes. 

in such circumstinces. what hiep- 
pened wus that while government 
expenditure dropped {by some 13 
per cent). tax collection collapsed. 
As this process becume evident. our 
deficits urew to such un extent that 
we were forced to print tens of 
billions of shekels every month to 
finance our operations. 

Governor of the Bank of Israel 
Moshe Mandelbaum has said that 
some 75 per cent of the monetary 
injection is used to finance the 
purchase of fureign currency. This 
means that contrary to popular 
myths. the money pumped into the 
economy did not create inflation. 
but negatively affected our balance 
of payments (the foreign currency 
purchased wus eventually used to 
finance imports}. 

We recommend thut an immedi- 
ate policy of re-activating the eco- 
nomy be undertaken. This can be 
done by allowing credits to the pub- 
lic τὸ expand and by encouraging a 
drop in interest rates. Such a situa- 
tion will lead to increased tax re- 
venue. 

{f this is accompanied by a drastic 
reduction in inflation. then the real 
value of this revenue will rise, as will 
the revenue derived from taxes from 
compunies and the self-employed. 

Public sector expenditure can be 
cut. But we must warn you that 


cutting social and welfare senices 
will mean increasing human suffer- 
ing needlessly. Instead. we propose 
a policy of cuts in settlements in 
the West Bank. In the cabinet de- 
hate on Lebanon. vou may tell your 
colleagues that it cosis us at least 
$250 million a year to occupy that 
country. 

While there are differences of opi- 
nion on the total savings of a settle- 
ment freeze in the West Bunk. 
accompanied by 4 halt in payments 
to the religious lobby and a with- 
drawal from Lebanon. it is clear that 
this will amount to several hundred 
million dollars. In the fong run. we 
would udvise you to support whatev- 
er “dovish” meusures are proposed 
in the cabinet - only by cutting the 
size of the army will we ultimately be 
able to salve the country’s economic 
problems. 


3) INTERNAL DEBT. As you 
know. our greatest nightmure is that 
the public will not Jend us back the 
money it will receive during the year 
on maturing government loans. 
These sums include maturing bonds 
and saving schemes. 

According to our figures. they 
total some $4 billion. In addition 
there is some $4 billion deposited in 
Patum accounts (foreign currency- 
linked accounts). 

Obviously. there is a great tempta~ 
tion to declare some sort of morator- 
ium. If we could. for example. de- 
clare a one-year moratorium (with 
exemptions for special cases like 
widows. pensioners und small sav- 
ers) it could mean that some $3) 
million would be saved at current 
interest rates. 

The problem with this strategy is 
that to declare a freeze on payments 
is politically impossible with the 
small coalition majority. (You must 
remember that even in vour own 
party. there wil! be strong oposition 
to this step. and with early elections 
always possible. it might be risky to 
take such a step}. 

But even if political considera- 
tions did not militate against a mora- 
torium on internal debts, there are 
other strong arguments aguinst it. 

For example. there is about $7 
billion deposited in foreign curreccy

acounts by foreigners in the Israeli 
banking system. (Patah accounts). A 
step against the public's wealth could 
drive these deposits out af the bank- 
ing system. 

However. we urge you not to 
discount entirely the possibility of 
using the public’s wealth to solve 
some of our problems. Despite the 
two difficulties we have raised. it 
must be remembered that over the 
past years. various governments 
have channelled hundreds of mil- 
lions of dollars into the weulthier 
sections of the society. and now 
these sums are néeded to prevent a 
major crisis. 

One possible means of raising this 
money would be a tax on net wealth 
over u certain minium. St could be ἃ 
once-only levy imposed progressive- 
ly on individuals holding financial 
wealth (shares. bonds saving 
schemes and Putam deposits). This 
step is politically acceptable by most 
of the electorate and it would not 
have the negutive consequences of a 
moratorium on debts. 

You must remember that the 
ulternative to such a step would be to 
raise interest rates, as this would bz 
the only way we will be able to 
attract back the sums reaching 
maturity. This will mean tighter 
money and credits. less investment

Sir, - Meron Benvenisti's report 
on the administered territories re~ 
peats the generally accepted miscon- 
ception that the settlements in these 
territories preclude a territorial com~- 
promise. In other words, it is 
assumed that any territory ceded by 
Israel has to be completely juder- 
rein. Since this “ideal” solution is no 
longer possible, Benvenisti foresees 
“a regime ominously similar to that 
of South Africa.” 

The basic precondition for peace- 
ful coexistence is the ability to live in 
friendly relations with one’s neigh- 
bours. Without such a congenial 
atmosphere. true peace is impossi- 
ble. The more peaceful and friendly 
become the relations, the less impor- 
tant becomes the issue of local 
sovereignty. To concentrate on 
sovereignty before friendly relations 
are established is to put the cart 
before the horse. If Arabs can live in 
Israel, so should Jews be able to live 
in a neighbouring Arab state. The 
symmetry of such an arrangement is 
the only way to true peace.

it. 

It may be difficult, albeit very 
desirable, to convey this historic 
perspective to the outside world. But 
the least that we can do is nut to 
Suggest the exact opposite, as Ben-
